Rural Economy. 


COMPUTING DBESSED WEIGHT. 


The rule for computing the dressed 


weight, by measurement of cattle, hogs 
and sheep, is this:—Ascertain tbe girth in 
inches back of the shoulders, and the 
length in inches from tbe straight or 
square of the buttocks to a point even 
with the shoulder blade. Multiply tho 
girth by the length, and divide tbe pro- 
duct by 144 for the superficial feet, and 
then multiply the superficial feet by one 
of the following numbers for animals of 
different girths, and the product will be 
the number of pounds of beef, pork, or 
mutton in the four quarters of the animal. 


Fui cattle of a girth of from 5 to T feet, 


allow 33 pounds to the supercial feet; of a 
girth of from 7 to 9 feet, allow 31 pounds; 
of a girth of 3 to 5 feet, 1C pounds. 


For sheep, bogp, calves, etc, measuring 


less than 3 feet girth, allow 11 pounds to 
the superficial loot. 


Here is an example which will illus- 


trate the rule: A hog girths 3 feet 3 inch- 
es, and its length (« above} is two feet 
eight inches—39 inches girth, multiplied 
by tbe length, 33 inch"?, gives 1,2-iS inch- 
es. To obtain the superficial feet, divide 
by 144, giving 8 2-3, which, multiplied by 
10, (the number of pounds allowed to tho 
superficial foot for animals of this size) 
gives as the weight, 138 2-3 pounds.— 
Wettcrn Rural. 


THE BS8T WAY TO RAIBF. 1'EAS. 


The best way to ruise peas in tbe gai- 


den, to avoid the trouble of brush, u to 
take boards about eight r.r ten inches in 
width and five or six feet long, to sharpen 
one end and drive into tbe ground cross- 
wise tbe row*, and sow tbe peas in double 
rows four or five inches apart. Then 
drive shingle nails in tho edge of the 
boards six or eight inches apart, and wind 
twine from one board to the other on each 
side, having tho boards about six feet 
apart. Then nail a strip of board on the 
top to keep the standard boards from lean- 
ing toward* each other and all will be 


thoeo puddle*,' 'begi 


Hold on a minute, cried a third, "un- 


til I tell about tliat game they tried on 
Jack Racket.

PLIES ON HORbES. 


The Journal of Chemistry gives the fol- 


lowing ag a preventive of horsed being 
teased by flies: Take two or three small 
handfnls of walnut leaves, npon which 
pour two or three quarts of cold water, let 
it infuse one night, and pour the whole 
next morning into a kettle, and let it boil 
foraquuterofsnhour. When cold, it will 
be fit tor use. No more is required than 
to moisten a sponge, and before a horse 
goes out of tho stable, let those parts 
which are most irritable be smeared over 
with the liqaor, viz: between and upon 
the ears, tbe neck, fUcks, etc. Not only 
the gentleman or lady who rides out for 
pleasure will derive pleasure from the 
walnut leaves time prepared; but the 
coachman, the wagoner, and all others who 
use horses during the hot months. 


Saving manure. 


Every man of common sense most admit 


that the rules to be adopted for a rational 
system of saving manure must be based 
npon this process; and we lay down the 
following rules in relation to it:. 


1. The ground selected for the disposi- 


tion of stable manure should be ev«n, in 
order to permit tho equal distribution of 
the manure on it, and thus »ec*ire the heap 
uniformly in thickness. Only in this case 
the process of putrefaction proceeds regu- 
larly in every part of the i.eap, and its 
body proves a homogeneous character. 
- 2. The manure should be protected 
against the direct rays of the sun, in order 
to prevent th» too rapid advance of tho 
putrefaction process, and a consequent 
generation of heat, which will incur a 
considerable loss of ammonia. Practical 
experiments made with equal weights of 
stable manure exposed to the- sun; and 
with that under cover, show the effect of 
the latter to be within a certain timo 
about twenty-five per cent, greater thaa 
the former. 
3. The manure heap tihould be moder- 


ately moist; if it be too dry, tbe degree of 
heat then produced will volatilize ammonit; 
if too wet an acid humus will be formed, 
which, being soluble in water, acts very 
injuriously upon vegetation. In order 
best to obtain this end, the ground should 
be slightly inclined, and kll the fluid, that 
runs from the heap be collected in a pit, 
and from time to time fcattered over the 
heap. 
A single handful of manure pat into • 


hill of corn will often make the difference 
between four or five little nubbins, and 
six or eight great, plump ears that will 
shed their bulk of corn. A thousand 
hands!nl count up heavily in the autumn 
corn crib. How many handsful of manure 
are lost in your stock-yard, that might ha 
saved in nice order by u little care in, 
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Revtuge is Sweet.
